The 
result iv onr msunfacturers u'c com- 
pelled to reduce tbeir working force 
and nniortnnately it ia tbe skilled 
workmen who go, for it le they who 
are paid tbe highefct wages and de- 
cline to accept s rednct:on. A firm 
at Hespeler, Oatario, recently^ dis- 
pensed with tbe services of two hun- 
dred oi its 6 JO men, and other places 
report eniorced cnrtailment of ex- 
pcDsea. 

“Hon William Pstterion, Minister 
of Customs, stated recently that he 
was of tbe opinion that there waa too 
many Canadia looms; overproduction, 
be said, was the cause ol the low ebb 
of the woolen industry. He suggest- 
ed a rtmedy, snd oflertd hope to the 
Hunufactnrer, but neither cat tied with 
it any hope ol immediate relief. Wbei. 
CsBsds is more thickly popniated, the 
Ministar saya, tha diCcnlty will be 
raicoTcd. Well, we shall have a long 
wait to realize a return on the money 
Invested if our relief is to come in Ibis 
way. What we need is a higher Pro- 
tective TarifT, and unless we get it 
the woolen indu; try of Canada will 
continne to decline." — Toronto (Can- 
ada) Evening News.
